¢ cents from friendly farmers for every gopher we shot. My dad, Vern 
len, was a landman for the Canadian Montana Natural Gas Company 
he died at the age of 46 in Foothills Hospital in Calgary in 1975. 
Guns were a part of my cultural heritage and I resent the unspoken 
ulion posed by Allan Rock, and the rest of the gun control lobby, 
at guns are dangerous and gun owners are a suspicious lot that other 
jadians had better keep a close eye on. 
Today I have a son who is 18, a daughter who is 16, and I just got rid of 
y guns. Recent events, both here and abroad, have led to some serious 
pul-searching and some research.

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Shock Jock's firing a sign of intolerance

here is a storm raging in some 
T media circles over the firing of a 
Winnipeg shock-talk radio host, 
in connection with inflammatory 
comments he made over the air. 
While some see this as the influ- 
ence of left-wing lobbyists, it may 
be more a case of crying foul. 

The Winnipeg Public School 
Board had struck a committee to 
study ways to ensure the safety of 
gay and lesbian students. John 
Collison, a talk-show host on 
Winnipeg's Talk 1290 sounded the 
alarm. Due in part to his actions, 
the board scrapped the committee. 
Talk 1290 fired Collison, telling him 
it was in response to complaints 
about his on-air comments. 

Collison maintains his firing 
reflects the station's fear that the 
Canadian Radio-television Tele- 
communications Commission 
(CRTC) would restrict the station’s 
broadcast licence — as it did 
recently to a Montreal radio station. 
In the Montreal case, the CRTC 
shortened the station’s licence peri- 
od in an attempt to sanction a con- 
troversial talk show host . 

I don’t agree with Collison’s con- 
tention that the school board’s 
attempt to protect gay and lesbian 


I can 
understand the value of 
getting parents involved in deci 
sions made by 
board. One of the responsibiliti 
the media is to let people know 

what the government, the courts 
and elected officials are up to. But 

Collison overstepped that by stir- 

ring up fear and homophobia.” 

Collison describes himself as 
“Howard Stern-esque” and says of 
his on-air style: “I amplify and exag- 
gerate. But I don’t say things gratu- 
itously.” I don’t see how referring to 
Kristine Barr, an open lesbian on 
the Winnipeg school board, as a 
“diesel dyke” sheds light on the 
issue. 

If the station had been trying to 
appease the CRTC, it might have 
censured Collison by making him 
apologize, or suspending his pro- 
gram. But to fire him? My guess is 
station management took advan- 
tage of a chance to get rid of some- 
one who had pushed them too far. 
If they had really believed in and 
supported Collison’s point of view, 
they would have waited to see if 
the CRTC would investigate the 
complaints. I can’t imagine Alberta 
Report publisher Ted Byfield firing 
one of his columnists because of

It’s 
hard to see conservative media as 
downtrodden, given how much of 
the media pie is controlled by con- 
servative elements, and I don’t 
believe (as Michael Coren asserted 
last week in the Edmonton Sun) 
that John Collison’s firing is an 
example of the extreme power of 
the left-wing gay-rights lobby. If 
that were the case, the Winnipeg 
Public School Board would have 
stood up for gay and lesbian stu- 
dents. At the same time, I don’t 
believe that John Collison’s firing 
was for the public good. For what 
it’s worth, this left-wing voice 
would have fought with Collison, 
but I wouldn't have fired him.

“Businesses in the district are 
very aware and concerned with

Do we 
have a situation where absolutely 
every business is wonderful? 
Absolutely not. Is every socialist a 
conduit for social improvement? 
No.” 

Fargey says the retail industry is 
“not immensely profitable” and, 
therefore, employers are often 
unable to pay more than minimum 
wage to staff. 

“If you take these Mom and Pop 
operations, they are Mom and Pop 
operations for a reason — they 
can’t afford to pay employees. 
Retail is hard. It is seven days a 
week. These people have risked 
their life savings. They have taken 
a risk and they have ventured out 
and it is not easy.” 

Fargey knows this from experi- 
ence. She once ran her own retail 
business. “And the joke was that 
as a business owner, I only had to 
work half a day — and I got to 
pick which 12 hours,” she said. 

One Whyte Avenue retailer 
agrees it’s tough to run a business. 
But Southside Sound owner Peter 
Sutherland feels a successful busi- 
ness can, in fact, treat its employ-

Some people in business only 
look at the bottom line and 
Sutherland says that’s essential 
But profit margins aren’t the only 
important thing; to sustain a cus- 
tomer base, your store must be 
friendly.

hat a shock when 20 minutes into The Salimen. of 
Tibet, a transport truck rolls across the screen. Up 
until that point, it’s easy to believe director Ulricke 
Koch has travelled back in time to capture the highly rit- 
ualized life of a nomadic community in northern Tibet 

German-born Koch, an ethnologist, worked on films 
like The Last Emperor and Little Buddha before seek- 
ing permission to film this 1997 documentary about the 
people of Tibet’s Changtang region and their arduous 
three-month trek to harvest salt from Lake Tsentso. Ten 
days before she and her crew were set to depart, the 
Chinese government revoked permission, so she smug 
gled in a digital video camera and shot it anyway with a 
skeleton crew of three 

Her decision was an important one. When she 
returned recently to Tibet, Koch found the nomads 
hadn't made their journey to the salt lake in two years 
because the transport trucks with which they were com- 
peting had driven the price of salt too low for them to 
make a living trading in it 

The world depicted in The Saltmen of Tibet could 
almost be another planet. The Changtang region, at an 
altitude of 4,500 feet, is a windswept and desolate plain 
hemmed by mountains. Across this tableau, four men 
and 160 yaks wend their way to collect and transport 
the sea salt that has been their culture’s livelihood for 
more than 2,000 years. The film is full of the songs, folk- 
lore and even the secret “salt language” the men have 
recourse to as they near their destination. 

The wonder of this journey is the participants’ sense 
of joy and purpose as they pursue strict observances 
and rituals. In a landscape so inhospitable that the yaks 
occasionally eat sand because there’s no grass, these 
men find serenity and happiness in their task, extolling 
their good luck for such a rich harvest even as the 
trucks that destroy their traditions are pulling in.

Though the story’s discomforting effect on viewers 
is similar, The Celebration’s unexpected ending satis- 
fies and that makes it a party worth going to.

Someone with political aspira- 
tions might also return to the tribe 
with a head in hand, with the goal 
of becoming chief. 

“To be a chief, a leader, to be 
respected, you'd need a head,” said 
Tinsang, who operates Borneo 
Adventures, 

And tourists can see those heads 
if they visit a tribal Long House 
near the capital Sarawak. The 
company provides Western-style 
lodgings nearby, but more adven- 
turous travellers can _ stay 
overnight at the Long House. 

Between the capital and the 
Long House, tourists can check 
out plantations, wild orchid patch- 
es and small markets. 

“A lot of people want to spend a 
longer time in the jungle and we 
have a little lodge with room for 
six people,” he said.

Carnival of Shrieking Youth gives up-and-comers a chance to strut their stuff

nstead of sitting around bemoaning the state 
f°: today’s young people, get proactive — 

support the 7th Annual Carnival of Shrieking 
Youth, presented by the Edmonton Theatre 
Squared Society, Running from May 11 - 16 at 
the Arts Barns North, the festival offers eight 
one-act plays written, directed and performed 
by people aged 13 to 25. 

Producer and old man of the group, Karl 
Schreiner, 27, runs this valuable experience to 
“provide both exposure for young Alberta 
artists and to give them their first chance to 
make theatre.” 

A call goes out in the spring for play submis- 
sions all over the province. Schreiner culls the 
list, then directors gather to make final cuts. 
Who directs what runs like “a hockey pool.” 

This year Scott Sharplin, recently returned 
from the playwriting course at Montreal’s 
National Theatre School, and original artistic 
director of the Carnival of Shrieking Youth, is 
acting as dramaturge for the eight plays. 

Actors are auditioned and rehearsal space is 
donated by the likes of the Citadel Theatre, the 
University of Alberta, various churches and 
even Schreiner’s own living room. Once again, 
the creative process wins by offering a positive 
experience that revels in imagination, hard 
work and self-growth. 

Though a fair share of the participants come 
from “middle-class homes and have taken 
lessons at Stage Polaris and the Citadel, we do 
have kids who don’t have enough money ‘for 
bus fare to get to rehearsals. We get the direc- 
tors to pick them up,” explained Schreiner. 
“For the kids who would be running rampant 
on the streets, this gives them an opportunity 
to express their artistic side and a chance to 
focus their energies.” 

Besides school drama classes and private 
studios, there is very little available for this age 
group to explore the nuts and bolts of putting 
on a play. 

“The other youth festival (Theatre Network’s 
Syncrude Festival of the NeXt Generation) 
covers an older age group. Once the Citadel’s 
Teen Fest died, there was nothing else. This 
gives them the experience of jumping from 
school to professional theatre and to decide 
whether this career is for them.”

Mary Shelley upbraids or beats 
him in argument, and it seems 
she’s the only one who can, he 
almost graciously accepts her 
reproofs and yields the point of 
argument. He is unapologetically 
aware of his faults and willing to 
accept truth even when it proves 
him wrong. 

Shelley, on the other hand, 
seems blithely unaware that others 
can see through his rather feeble 
machinations as he chases after 
sexual gratification.

book, Floating Shore, has just been shortlisted 
for the Danata Gleed Award, which is given to the 
best first collection of short stories by a Canadian 
author. Sally is a shoo-in to win, because this book 
is simply excellent. 

Floating Shore is a beautifully written collection 
of stories. The first section contains stories of 
Japanese characters having an encounter with or 
visiting the West; in the second, the West that visits 
Japan. In both, the characters come to realizations 
about themselves through the other culture. 

The variety of narratives keeps Floating Shore 
engaging: There is a haunting story of a bride on 
her honeymoon in Banff, married to a complete 
stranger. A woman is struck in the face by a co- 
worker during an argument. Her vision is perma- 
nently damaged. A student discovers the secret 
behind a dramatic suicide. 

Perhaps most memorable the tale of an old 
woman being taken against her will to the hospital 
in an ambulance, Her mind goes back to her child- 
hood where she was sold to a brothel. Ito contrasts 
the helpless old woman with her younger self, who 
is capable of anything to survive. When the girl dis- 
covers she is pregnant, she tries to terminate the 
pregnancy by falling down the stairs; a ray of sun- 
light shines through a glass window and on the 
young woman. : 

There is a dread to these tales that is hard to 
escape. It is reminiscent of the societal horror so 
adroitly conjured by artists like Shirley Jackson or 
Leanne Johnson. A horror of manners, if you will
